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Six weeks after a house fire claimed the lives of a mother and her 
five children, detectives believe the blaze was started deliberately 


POLICE are now treating the house 
fire which claimed the lives of six 
members of the same family as mur¬ 
der, the Star can reveal today. 

Detectives investigating last month’s 
blaze believe burglars who broke into the 
Shakoor family home in Barn Mead on 
the night of the tragedy may have started 
the fire deliberately. 

Dr Abdul Shakoor was the only mem¬ 
ber of his family to survive the inferno. 
His wife, Dr Sabah Usmani (44), and 
children Hira (12), Maheen (3), Sohaib 
(11), Muneeb (9) and Rayann (6) - pic¬ 
tured above right during a trip to the 
British Museum - all died following the 
blaze, which tore through their end-of-ter- 
race house in the early hours of October 
15.

Speaking exclusively to the Star yes¬ 
terday (Wednesday), senior investigating 
officer Detective Superintendent Rob 
Vinson said: “We are now treating this as 
a murder investigation as information 
provided to us by fire investigators sug¬ 
gests the fire was started maliciously. 

“We believe the person or persons who 
broke into Dr Shakoor’s house before the 
fire may have been responsible.” 

DS Vinson appeared on the BBC’s 
Crimewatch programme last night to 
appeal for information regarding the 
events leading up to the fire. 

Independent charity Crimestoppers has 
also put up a £10,000 reward for informa¬ 


tion leading to the conviction of those 
responsible. 

Police are still trying to trace Dr 
Shakoor’s black Toshiba Satellite laptop, 
which was stolen from the lounge - the 
area where the fire is believed to have 
been started - during the break-in. 

Officers have already retrieved the lap¬ 
top’s accompanying bag, pictured below, 
which was found by two teenagers after 
being dumped in bushes in a cut-through 
between St Michael’s Close and 
Whitewaits 11 days after the fire. 

“The missing laptop is key to the inves¬ 
tigation, and we want to hear from anyone 
who may have been offered it second¬ 
hand to contact us,” said DS Vinson. 

“Likewise, anyone who saw the bag 
being dumped could provide us with vital 


clues to the identity of those responsible 
for the burglary.” 

Another line of inquiry is focusing on a 
group of four teenagers aged 16-19 who 
were seen outside the house around the

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Fury at Gilden Way homes go-ahead, but Secretary of State tells the Star.. 

Don't blame me!

HARLOW Council is taking legal advice 
after plans to build more than 1,000 new 
homes on a swathe of farmland bordering 
Old Harlow were approved by the Govern¬ 
ment. 

The authority is currently exploring ways 
to fight a decision by the Department for 
Communities and Local Government to 
uphold an appeal lodged by developers Barr- 
at, Persimmon and Taylor Wimpey against 
the non-determination of a planning applica¬ 
tion for the sprawling Gilden Way project. 

In a letter outlining the reasons for approv¬ 
ing the scheme - which could also include a 
new school, shops and community facilities 
- Secretary of State Eric Pickles said there 
was a “pressing need” for housing in Harlow 
and claimed the proposed development was 
sustainable. 

But yesterday (Wednesday), Mr Pickles 
contacted the Star to say he had not been 
directly involved in the decision - and in the 
past had even spoken out against the plans. 

“I want to make it absolutely clear that I 
have played no part whatsoever in the deci¬ 
sion to uphold the appeal,” he said. 
“Although the letter has been signed by me, 
in the interests of probity I had specifically 
asked not to be involved in the process as I 
had previously campaigned against the 
development alongside [Harlow MP ] Robert 
Halfon. 

“This decision was in fact made on plan¬ 
ning grounds as a result of a quasi-judicial 
process involving the Planning Inspectorate 
and ministers from the Department for 
Communities and Local Government.” 

Earlier this week council leader Mark 
Wilkinson described the decision as a “smack 
in the face for localism” and said the authori¬ 
ty would be exploring the possibility of pur¬ 
suing a judicial review. 

“I am extremely disappointed and ques¬ 
tion whether the Secretary of State has actu¬ 
ally considered any of the views of local peo¬ 
ple and their concerns about infrastructure,” 
he said. “This decision sends out a confusing 
message from the Government on how it 
wants local people to have a greater say in 
planning decisions. 

“I think it is right we now take time to con¬ 
sider the report and seek independent legal 
advice before we decide on our next move.”

The council fought the appeal lodged by 
the development consortium at a public 
inquiry in July, claiming the planning appli¬ 
cation was premature in advance of an 
impending Governmental review of local 
planning blueprints. 

It said it shared local residents’ concerns 
over increased traffic, inadequate drainage 
and the scheme’s potential to encroach onto 
Green Belt land. 

The eight-day hearing at Harlow Civic 
Centre also heard representations from mem¬ 
bers of Harlow Civic Society, whose chair¬ 
man - former Harlow MP Stan Newens - has 
spearheaded a residents’ campaign against 
the plans. 

Speaking to the Star this week, he said: 
“This makes an absolute mockery of all the 
empty promises over the Localism Bill and 
handing power over local planning decisions 
to local people. 

“Not one person locally stood up in favour 
of this development, but the Government has 
completely ignored the wishes of the only 
people that should matter - Harlow residents. 

“Once again it has been shown that money 
talks. The developers stand to make an 
absolute fortune out of the misery of others; 


it’s an absolute disgrace.” 

The decision has also been condemned by 
Mr Halfon, who has written to both the 
Prime Minister and Planning Minister Nick 
Boles to register his disappointment. 

“This is an absolutely shocking decision 
that completely ignores the views and con¬ 
cerns of Harlow residents,” he said. “This 
quasi-judicial process has clearly not 
addressed the enormous impact such a large 
development will have on the town’s infra¬ 
structure and the huge environmental prob¬ 
lems it will create.” 

“In my view this decision has seriously 
undermined the Localism Act and damaged 
public confidence in the planning process.” 

Suzy Stride, Labour’s parliamentary hope¬ 
ful for Harlow, said the Government had 
shown itself to be out-of-touch with the 
views of local residents. 

“People in Harlow were united against this 
development and although we need new 
homes for the town, there are far better 
places to build them,” she said. 

“This just shows how out-of-touch the 
Tories are and what the Tory-led Government 
really feels about local communities and 
local views.” 


Fear of influx of council tenants from London boroughs 


COUNCIL chiefs in Harlow have 
called on the Government to 
review its proposed benefit 
reforms to quash fears that homes 
in the town could be snapped up 
by London councils unable to 
provide affordable housing for 
homeless tenants. 

Waltham Forest Council is already 
renting two privately-owned 
houses in the town to use as 
temporary accommodation and 
Harlow Council has warned other 
authorities may follow suit due to 
welfare cuts and high London 
rents. 

It has now urged the Government 


to review benefit reforms and ease 
the financial restrictions placed 
on local authorities to prevent the 
town's shortage of affordable 
housing from getting worse. 

Rod Truan, Harlow Council's 
portfolio holder for housing, said; 
"We have sympathy for London 
councils who find it hard to get 
enough affordable housing for 
their residents and we also have 
sympathy for those families who 
are being forced to move away 
from their communities. 

"But if more private properties 
are used in Harlow by London 
councils, this would mean fewer 


private homes for rent or to buy in 
the town, adding to an already 
desperate shortage. 

"We are powerless to do anything 
about any other council 
purchasing or renting private 
property in the town so the ball is 
in the Government's court. We will 
be writing to ministers to urge 
them to recognise this problem 
and take action/' 

But Harlow MP Robert Halfon said 
the Government had already taken 
steps to prevent people from 
outside the town moving into 
council-owned homes in Harlow 
and accused the authority of 


shirking its responsibilities. 
"Today, with a Conservative-led 
Government, we now have Harlow 
housing for Harlow people/' he 
said. "This means that only local 
residents can get onto the council 
waiting list, something which 
never happened in 13 years of 
Labour. 

"If other councils are buying up 
Harlow properties this should be 
looked at seriously. But most local 
authorities in London are Labour- 
run so it seems a bit rich for the 
Harlow Labour Party to shrug 
their shoulders and say that 
nothing can be done about this/'

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Council fined after 
special needs pupil 
almost drowns in 
school's swim pool 


ESSEX County Council has 
been fined £20,000 and ordered 
to pay £10,000 in costs after a 
young boy with special needs 
nearly drowned in the swimming 
pool at his school in Harlow. 

Magistrates were told that health and 
safety arrangements at Harlow Fields 
School and College were “severely 
lacking” at the time of the incident in 
March of last year. 

The nine-year-old boy was only 
saved from (frowning when a teacher 
who was in the pool saw the boy’s shad¬ 
ow among the inflatables and pulled 
him out. He was taken to Princess 
Alexandra Hospital and has since made 
a full recovery. 

Matthew Taylor, prosecuting on 
behalf of the Health and Safety 
Executive, told Chelmsford Magistra¬ 
tes Court the school catered for 93 
pupils aged from three to 19 with a 
range of learning difficulties. 

He said an audit system which had 
identified health and safety failings two 
years earlier would have taken five 
years to implement. 

Investigators had also highlighted

failings in other schools because the 
council’s guidance, training and moni¬ 
toring involved “significant omissions”. 

Referring to Harlow Fields, he said: 
“Arrangements for two adults in the 
pool and two poolside - one of the four 
being a lifesaver - were ad hoc. The 
expectation was two would be in the 
pool but there was no general policy, 
there was no prepared lesson plan and 
three adults were assigned to the les¬ 
son.” 

He said that on the day of the incident 
a class of seven were in the hydrothera¬ 
py pool, but all three staff were distract¬ 
ed because one child was being disci¬ 
plined, another had a nose bleed and a 
third had a runny nose. 

Mr Taylor said the teacher in the 
water realised the boy was missing 
when he carried out a headcount. “He 
walked among the inflatables, saw a 
shadow in the water, got in and pulled 
him out.” 

The county council admitted it had 
failed to conduct the management of 


health and safety at the school to ensure 
that people who were not in its employ¬ 
ment were not exposed to risks. 

David Travis, representing the coun¬ 
cil, said two members of staff responsi¬ 
ble for health and safety “at a very high 
level” had left their jobs following the 
incident. 

He added: “The boy was saved by the 
prompt and efficient efforts by staff in 
getting him out of the pool when he had 
disappeared from view.” 

Mr Travis said the council had taken 
the incident very seriously and had 
worked with the Health and Safety 
Executive to make changes “not just at 
swimming pools but across the board”. 

Chairman of the bench Michael 
Ferrier said: “This was an incident in 
which a young boy nearly lost his life in 
an Essex County Council swimming 
pool. That life was saved due to prompt 
action by others, but health and safety 
was barely adequate." 

No order for compensation was made 
because the case is currently the subject 
of civil proceedings. 

A council spokesman said after the 
case: “We are deeply sorry and regretful 
for the incident that occurred at the 


swimming pool at Harlow Fields 
School in March 2011. 

“We acknowledge that at the time 
our swimming pool health and safety 
procedures were not suitably robust. 
Since the incident we have rigorously 
examined our procedures and policies 
and have actively worked with the 
Health and Safety Executive to improve 
these. 

“We are confident these actions 
should minimise the risk of any such 
incidents in the future and ensure 
school swimming pools are safe learn¬ 
ing environments for pupils and teach¬ 
ers.” 

HSE inspector Nicola Jaynes said: 
“This incident could have ended in 
tragedy and clearly demonstrates the 
need for local authorities to provide 
clear and up-to-date training, guidance 
and information to schools where they 
are the employer so that schools can 
safely manage their swimming pools. 

“It also demonstrates that local 
authorities have a duty to ensure that 
where issues haven been identified with 
schools not following guidance, reme¬ 
dial steps are taken to rectify these fail¬ 
ings”.

Rodin sculpture leaves 
town to take a starring 
role in new exhibition 


ONE of Harlow's most striking 
sculptures is set to take 
centre-stage in a new 
exhibition of its creator's 
works. 

Auguste Rodin's Eve was 
removed from its plinth in The 
Water Gardens on Monday 
before being taken to the 
Henry Moore Foundation in 
Hertfordshire, where it will 
form part of a new exhibition 
exploring the French sculptor's 
influence on the Yorkshire- 
born artist. 

The bronze cast, created by 
Rodin in 1882, was acquired by 
Harlow Art Trust from the 
Musee Rodin in 1960. 

A companion piece to Adam, it 
was originally intended to form 
the centrepiece of sculptural 
project The Gates Of Hell, 
which remained unfinished at 
the time of Rodin's death in 
1917. 

The sculpture will remain on 
loan to the Henry Moore 
Foundation for more than a 
year and will be replaced by 
one of Moore's works in the 
interim. 


A spokesperson for Harlow Art 
Trust said: "We are delighted 
to be able to lend Eve to this 
important exhibition. 

"Eve, one of Rodin's most 
iconic and well known 
sculptures, will be sited 
alongside Rodin's Adam as well 
as Moore sculptures that also 
examine the human form. We 
urge people to go and see Eve 
in new surroundings." 

Harlow Council deputy leader 
Jean Clark added: "We are 
fortunate in Harlow to have so 
many wonderful and valuable 
sculptures but we will all miss 
Eve, one of our most beautiful 
and elegant works, and look 
forward to her return. 

"We welcome, of course in the 
meantime, another important 
Henry Moore sculpture." 

Eve is the second scultpure to 
leave the town this year. In 
March Henry Moore's Family 
Group was removed from its 
position in the Civic Centre 
and taken to the Victoria & 
Albert Museum in London 
where it featured in an 
exhibition on modern design.

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Comet jobs axed as 
shutters come down

SCORES of jobs have been axed by 
electrical retailer Comet at its Harlow 
store and distribution centre. 

The company went into administration 
earlier this month following a downturn in 
consumer spending and fierce competition 
from online rivals. 

Administrators Deloitte LLP announced 
on Monday that 52 jobs had been cut at the 
company’s sprawling distribution centre in 
Edinburgh Way, pictured above left - the 
same day its Harlow store on the nearby 
Harlow Retail Park, above right, pulled down 
the shutters for the last time. 

The Harlow store is one of 41 across the 
UK to close this month. 

The remaining 195 shops in the chain con¬ 
tinue to trade as normal and the 20-plus staff 
at the Harlow branch have been told they 
could yet be redeployed. But joint adminis¬ 
trator Chris Farrington said some redundan¬ 
cies were inevitable.

“Discussions continue to take place with 
parties who have expressed interest in parts 
of the business,” he said. “However, it is 
unfortunately necessary to begin a store clo¬ 
sure programme and to scale back the com¬ 
pany’s support functions. 

“While we will continue to do all we can to 
preserve jobs, we are working hard to put in 
place comprehensive support to help those 
employees who are made redundant during 
the administration. 

“This support includes connecting people 
to prospective employers who are keen to 
offer roles to ex-Comet staff, and providing 
assistance and workshops to help with job 
hunting skills, such as CV and cover letter 
writing and interview skills, to enhance their 
chances of securing new employment. 

Mr Farrington added: “We are very grate¬ 


ful to the company’s employees for their pro¬ 
fessionalism, loyalty and support at this diffi¬ 
cult time and employees will of course con¬ 
tinue to be paid for all the work they do while 
the company is in administration.” 

Customers have been reassured all out¬ 
standing orders paid for before November 2 
will be honoured, although the store is not 
currently accepting returns or issuing 
refunds. 

Meanwhile, Harlow Council will be host¬ 
ing a redundancy advice event next Tuesday 
in the Civic Centre for all Comet staff facing 
redundancy. It will take place from 10am- 
3pm in the council chamber and committee 
room 2B. 

The session will open with a briefing from 
representatives of JobcentrePlus about bene¬ 
fits and the services they offer, followed by a 
marketplace event with organisations offer¬ 
ing help, support and training opportunities 
to ex-employees. 


Advice service supporters call public meeting 


A PUBLIC meeting has been 
called by The Friends of Harlow 
Welfare Rights & Advice in a 
last-ditch attempt to save the 
service. 

The organisation faces closure 
after Harlow Council pulled the 
plug on its core funding earlier 
this month because of unpaid 
debts. 

Twelve employees were handed 
redundancy notices last week 
after the authority refused to 
agree to a phased repayment of 
the money owed, which is 


believed to be in the region of 

£ 120 , 000 . 

But supporters of the 
beleaguered service have now 
signalled their intention to fight 
the council's controversial 
decision, urging residents to 
attend the meeting, which will 
be held at St Paul's Church Hall 
on Saturday, December 1, 
starting at 11am. 

Speakers will include former 
Harlow MP Stan Newens, who 
played an integral part in setting 
the service up in the 1970s, 


acting chairman of trustees Les 
Coben and Labour councillor 
Waida Forman, a health service 
worker and union steward. 

Mr Coben said this week: "The 
users of the service, whether 
directly or as referring agencies, 
are in the best position to 
explain the difficulties they will 
face and spell out the human 
and financial implications for 
Harlow of this unnecessary and 
ill-thought-out action by Harlow 
Council.” 

"It's a tragedy that things have 


come to this. Another service 
that Harlow people have valued 
over many years is on the point 
of no return. 

"Is this really what our 
councillors want? They have 
acted hastily without 
considering all the relevant 
facts. 

"We are warned daily that the 
hard times are only going to get 
harder for ordinary people and 
yet this recognised and 
established source of expert help 
is being switched off."

time the fire started. They were all wearing 
tracksuits and baseball caps. 

Two other teenage boys - both aged 
between 16 and 18 - were spotted riding 
bikes in the area at around the same time 
and are also wanted for questioning. 

DS Vinson added: “We are additionally 
still looking at the possibility that the fire 
may be linked to an arson attack on a fire- 
damaged Ford Focus [pictured above right] 
found near the scene. 

“Again, I would urge anyone with any 
information relating to this or any of the 
key points of appeal to please contact us. 

“This was a terrible tragedy in which a 
mother and her five children have died and 
a husband and father has lost his entire 
family. Someone out there must know 
something.”

SIR, So Robert Halfon has the perfect 
opportunity in Parliament to express the 
view on fuel tax he has long promoted in 
the Star and in the House of Commons. 
Instead he goes slavishly into the ‘no’ 
lobby in the expectation that George 
Osborne will shave a penny off the 
increase. 

Throughout the year we have seen him pop 
up like a hammer in a pianoforte to play 
his one note threnody on the theme of the 
damage this increase will do to the less 
well off and to businesses, but when it 
comes to a vote where he could be counted 
he’s ‘frit’, as a certain party hero would 
say. 

If Mr Halfon is so keen on helping the 
poor, why the silence at the equally large 
hike in VAT? When his party ‘froze’ 
council tax - a considerable saving for 
those in higher band properties - why was 
he not pointing out that those who are 
worst off in Harlow, who neither qualify 
for benefits nor get living wages, would be 
paying an extra eight per cent for their 
council house rent to pay for it in the then 
Tory administration - a basic increase of 
£348 on a two-bed household? 

But then he wouldn’t have much support 
among the Parliamentary party whose 
ruling wing consider it’s the duty of the 
least well off to pay for their economic 
policies, just as they paid in wars with 
their lives. 

I am very sympathetic to Mr Halfon’s 
charitable work but he must begin to see 
the Government is creating wholesale 
poverty, creating a two-tier health service 
and a three-tier education service and, at 
the time as they are implementing policies 
which will start to reverse the current 
downward trend in crime, are slashing the 
public’s police protection. 

The point of charities and voluntary 
organisations is that they cover areas the 
health service or social services can’t 
economically cover. The ‘Big Society’, 
which he also supports, is to take us back 
to an era when whist drives were supposed 
to cover everything from hospital facilities 
to mending the drains. 

What people must see when Mr Halfon 
poses with another charitable cause is a 
man who represents the party which wants 
to wreck the home fit for heroes which our 
people were promised after the two world 
wars. Perhaps this should put the lp on 
petrol in its real context. 


Fate of Gilden Way was 
sealed many years ago 

SIR, The decision to allow the Gilden Way 
project was actually taken many years ago 
by the previous Labour administration 
when drafting the Local Plan and 
allocating the land for some form of 
development. 

The writing was on the wall from then and 
no amount of opposition - local or 
political - could change what that decision 
would entail as the plan had and has legal 
standing. 

The developers subsequently submitted a 
planning application which could only be 
refused on planning grounds. The council 
did not make a decision within the 
timescale required so the developers 
appealed for non-determination and the 
inspector, again basing his/her decision 
purely on planning law, has decided that 
the proposed outline project should be 
allowed. 

The Secretary of State had no real choice 
but to agree with the inspector’'s findings. 
This has not been a political decision. The 
real political decision was actually made 
by Labour when the current Local Plan 
was made some years ago. 


Town needs more houses 
to reduce waiting lists

violently against the Gilden Way 
development probably live in houses that 
were built on green fields in the 1950s. It’s 
NIMBYism. 

Harlow needs houses. How else will our 
young people be able to afford to live 
somewhere?

Other organisations can 
live within their means 

SIR, I think it is time the chairman of 
Harlow Welfare Rights and Advice came 
clean to his supporters and the public on 
the true financial position of his 
organisation. 

Every year for the past four years they 
have spent more money than they received, 
a total of £132,242. At the end of March 
2011 - their last published accounts - they 
had reserves of only £27,911, less than one 
month’s turnover. Spending at this rate is 
clearly not sustainable. 

It is difficult to understand the claim that 
the charity is undergoing a cashflow 
problem. The Labour-controlled council 
pays their grant six months in advance. It 
also pays the salaries for Advice Centre 
staff, but only invoicing once every three 
months, another cashflow benefit. 

Harlow Council is also their landlord but 
charging almost nil rent, a huge benefit 
many organisations wish they had. 

To any reasonable person the council is 
already bending over backwards to be 
helpful at taxpayers’ expense, so it is 
difficult to see how the chairman can 
complain. Is there not some irony in an 
organisation providing debt advice failing 
to manage its own finances? 

And how is it that other advice 
organisations can live within their means 
and continue providing services?

Y OU may have read reports 
that a number of London 
borough councils have bought 
or rented private sector 
housing in various areas around 
the country in order to 
temporarily house homeless 
people.

Man had child 
abuse images 
'for revenge'

A MAN jailed for download¬ 
ing and distributing images 
of child abuse claimed he did 
so because he wanted to take 
revenge on a paedophile after 
he was abused as a child. 

David Charles Scally (34), of 
Park Court, Harlow, was sen¬ 
tenced to two years and four 
months by Judge Karen Walden- 
Smith, who told him: “This was 
by any account an extremely large 
number of level four and five 
images. 

“There were also a large num¬ 
ber of level four and five images 
that were distributed in which 
very young children are being 
abused in the most horrible of 
ways.” 

Scally admitted two offences of 
distributing indecent images, 
three of downloading indecent 
images and two of possessing 
extreme pornography. 

Peter Gair, prosecuting at 
Chelmsford Crown Court, said 
police raided Scally’s home in 
October 2011 and removed equip¬ 
ment including an MP3 player, an 
iPhone and a computer tower 
which contained images ranging 
from level one (least serious) to

level five (most serious). 

Of the still images, 2,537 were 
at level one, 939 at level two, 995 
at level three, 1,457 at level four 
and 73 at level five. 

Mr Gair said Scally distributed 
29 movie images as well as 291 
indecent photos of children on 
489 occasions. He also down¬ 
loaded images of sexual activity 
involving animals. 

Andrew Clowser, representing 
Scally, said in mitigation his client 
had been abused as a child and 
had talked “intermittently” to pae¬ 
dophiles over a two-year period 
on Skype because he wanted to 
exact revenge. 

Mr Clowser said the language 


Scally used when talking to them 
- including references to kidnap¬ 
ping - was him adopting the “ver¬ 
nacular”. 

“There is no evidence he did 
these things,” said Mr Clowser. “It 
was never going to happen; it was 
a crazy fantasy. 

“He was intermittently on 
Skype between August 2009 and 
October 2011. He wanted to meet 
other paedophiles, his motive was 
to exact revenge on a paedophile.” 

Passing sentence, the judge 
said she regretted having to view 
the images when the case original¬ 
ly came to court, adding: “I had to 
keep them in my mind for some 
months.” 

She placed Scally on the sex 
offenders register for 10 years and 
made him the subject of a sex 
offences prevention order until 
further notice. 

Speaking after the case, 
Detective Superintendent Ian 
Collins said: “This is another pos¬ 
itive result at court for the online 
protection team. 

“This offender will now have 
the opportunity to gain the help 
needed for his addiction. Once he 
is released from prison he will be 
monitored by the Dangerous 
Offender Unit and have restric¬ 
tions on his usage of the internet 
as part of his SOPO order.” 


Police explore possible 
link between break-ins 


Caution urged on 
use of antibiotics 


DETECTIVES are investigat¬ 
ing a possible link between 
burglaries at two houses in 
Harlow on the same night. 

The front door of a property 
in Kingsland was forced open 
and a handbag, wallet and two 
sets of car keys were stolen. 

The handbag was discarded 
a short distance away and 
returned to its owner. 

The second break-in hap¬ 
pened a short distance away in 
nearby Pyenest Road. Once 
again the front door of a house 
was forced open by thieves 
who took a mobile phone and 
laptop computer. 

Both burglaries happened in 
the early hours of last Wednes¬ 
day (November 14), 

Investigating officer DC 
Adam Goodger said: “We’re 


naturally looking for any wit¬ 
nesses to either break-in but 
also reminding people that they 
need to double-lock their front 
doors from the inside rather 
than just lifting up the handle. 

“We’re expecting to see a 
spike in house burglaries as 
Christmas approaches and we 
don’t want to see people have a 
miserable festive period.” 

He added: “We’re not sure if 
the same people committed 
both burglaries but we’re cer¬ 
tainly looking at aspects of 
both of them. They were a short 
distance apart so it’s not incon¬ 
ceivable that the same people 
are behind both crimes.” 

Anyone with information 
about either break-in is urged 
to contact detectives at Harlow 
police station on 101. 


A SIGNIFICANT rise in prescriptions for 
antibiotics across West Essex has prompted a 
warning that overuse could reduce their effec¬ 
tiveness. 

Anurita Rohilla, pharmaceutical advisor for 
the West Essex Clinical Commissioning Group, 
said the 30 per cent increase in use of the drugs 
could lead to serious resistance issues within 
the next few years. 

“Widespread use of antibiotics for many 
years has already resulted in many of them 
being ineffective against a variety of bacteria,” 
she said. 

“There are even bacteria which are now 
resistant to even the strongest antibiotics. 

“We know from the feedback we receive 
from GPs that many people expect - often 
demand - antibiotics prescribed to them if they 
have a cold, cough, flu or earache. 

“However, the facts are that antibiotics will 
not help with most of these infections as the 
majority are caused by viruses. It is very 
important people don’t treat antibiotics as a 
cure-all.”

Mugging victim hit over the head and 
robbed of mobile by gang of youths 


POLICE are appealing for witnesses 
after a man was assaulted and robbed by 
a gang of youths as he walked along a 
Harlow footpath.

CONSERVATIVE Nick Alston

Mr Alston, the son of a police offi¬ 
cer, saw off strong competition from 
independent candidate Mick Thwaites 
in a closely-contested race. 

He was ahead after first preference 
votes had been counted, but his major¬ 
ity was not big enough to win outright. 

As a result, voters’ second prefer¬ 
ences were then factored in - and Mr 
Alson pipped Mr Thwaites to the 
£85,000-a-year post with a majority of 
3,686. 

Voters in Harlow had favoured 
Labour candidates Val Morris-Cook 
for the role, with Mr Alston coming a 
close second. 

Speaking after his win, Mr Alston 
said he was honoured to have been 
chosen as the county’s first PCC. 

“I am very much looking forward 
to what we can do,” he said. “This is a 
great opportunity.”

He will start his new role, which 
lasts for four years, today (Thursday). 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon congrat¬ 
ulated his Conservative colleague on 
the victory but warned him: “The hard 
work starts now.” 

Mr Halfon told the Star: “Nick is a 
good man and I'm sure he will prove 
himself to be the right choice for 
Essex. 

“These elections mean that for the 
first time ever local people have been 
given the chance to have democratic 
input into the policing of their towns 
and neighbourhoods. Nick has been to 
Harlow a number of times and under¬ 
stands the issues facing policing in our 
town. 

“The hard work starts now and I 


will be working closely with him over 
the coming months and years to 
ensure that residents are listened to.” 

The turnout across Essex was poor, 
with just 13 per cent of the county’s 
voters taking part in the poll. 

Mr Halfon admitted the Govern¬ 
ment had not done enough to make 
sure residents were properly informed 
about the election and its significance. 

“Voter turnout was incredibly low 
and this was largely due to the fact 
that people were not given enough 
information about the role of police 
and crime commissioner and its sig¬ 
nificance,” he said. 

“It was also the wrong time to hold 
an election. I hope that next time 
around it will be held at the same time 
as local elections in May, which would 
also save a lot of money.” 

One of Mr Alston’s first jobs could 
be to appoint a successor to the Chief 
Constable for Essex, Jim Barker- 
McCardle, who announced he would 
be stepping down before the end of his 
contract which still has two years left 
to run. 

Essex Police said all PCC candi¬ 
dates were told of Mr Barker- 
McCardle’s intentions before the elec¬ 
tion.

Timely tips to 
avoid a toilet 
catastrophe! 



A S the nights draw in 

and temperatures begin 
to plummet, Nostalgia 
has to ask: are you prepared 
for winter? 

That was the question the Harlow 
Development Corporation posed to 
the town’s earliest settlers back in 
November 1954 - a time when it 
wasn’t uncommon for houesholders 
to be expected to brave an outside 
toilet. 

Regular contributor Ron Bill 
brought in this leaflet, right, which 
was produced by the corporation in 
a bid to help households prepare for 
the big freeze. 

Titled ‘Frost Precautions’, the guide 
was distributed to all residents 
living in the flourishing New Town 
and was packed with practical tips 
on protecting homes from a freeze- 
up. 

“It wasn’t uncommon for the 
Harlow Development Corporation 
to issue informative notices like 
this,” said Ron, who worked for the 
HDC. 

“It was considered a vital part of 
the service provided to the town’s 
early residents, and this leaflet in 
particular will have no doubt 
proven very useful in the days 
before the internet.” 

The very first item on the list reads: 
“At the first sign of a heavy frost, if 
there is an outside WC switch off 
the supply pipe to the cistern and

flush the appliance. Then 
place a handful of salt in 
the WC pan.” 

The leaflet goes on to 
give useful advice on 
what to do if the hot 
water supply fails, 
warning against 
attempting to thaw out 
frozen pipes by using a 
blow lamp. 

“The gentle heat 
provided by a paraffin 
stove or similar 
appliance is the most 
satisfactory method 
of thawing out,” it 
adds. 

A section on what to 
do in the event of a 
pipe bursting tells 
householders to “turn off the main 
stopcock, open all taps to empty 
pipes and cisterns, put out the fire 
or boiler, switch off the main 
electricity supply and inform the 
housing department.” 

It ends by providing the telephone 
number and address at which the 
corporation's housing officers could 
be contacted. 

Ron added: “It’s hard to imagine 
the council providing all of its 
tenants with this kind of detailed 


information today. It just shows you 
how committed the corporation was 
to providing residents with help and 
support back then.”

NOSTALGIA UPDATE: Moot House 



C ONTINUING our 
recent series of 
articles looking into the 
post-war history of Moot 
House, we have more 
intriguing photographs 
to share with readers. 
Reproduced with the 
kind permission of the 
Mark Hall & Netteswell 
Community Association, 
they show diligent young 
members of Harlow 
Ballet School practising 
in one of the building’s 
common rooms. 

The school was founded 
in 1959 by Leo Kersley, a 
respected dancer and 
choreographer who 
passed away earlier this 
year, and his wife Janet. 
Within two years the 
couple had set up the 
Harlow Ballet Club, the 
precursor to Harlow 
Ballet Association which 
is still going strong 51 
years later. 

With ballet becoming 
increasingly fashionable, 
the Kersleys found there 
was no shortage of 
Harlow youngsters eager 
to learn and the 
fledgling group soon 
staged its first 


productions. 

The inaugural Harlow 
Ballet Festival was held 
in 1962, boasting 
internationally- 
recognised artists and 
helping to put the town 


firmly on the UK’s 
cultural map. 

The group’s base 
remained at Moot House 
until 1971 when it took 
up residence in the 
newly-opened Harlow 


Playhouse. 

Mr Kersley continued to 
teach at the school up 
until the death of his 
wife, returning to Moot 
House in 2009 to teach a 
class as part of the 
school’s 50th 
anniversary 
celebrations.

THE discovery 
of a fossil that 
is thought to be 
6.5 million 
years old has 
brought an end to 
years of debate 
over the prehistoric 
origins of the Great 
White Shark. 

Experts have disagreed over 
the evolution of the giant sea 
creature for the past 150 years, 
with many scientists believeing 
their ancestors were the much 
larger 'megatooth 1 sharks. 

But the recent discovery of the 
fossil seems to have proved this 
theory wrong - and suggests the Great 
White actually evolved from much 
smaller Mako sharks. 

US scientists analysed the teeth of the 
fossilised shark and found they were a 
similar shape to both pre-historic Mako 
sharks and modern-day Great Whites. 
They claim their discovery disproves the 
theory that the sharks evolved from 




megasharks 
like the 
ferocious 
Megalodon, 

which stalked the oceans up 
to 28 million years ago and 
could grow to a massive 
20 metres in length 
Professor Dana Ehret, 
of Monmouth 
^ University in New 
Jersey, told 
y reporters: 

"We've 
bolstered the 
case that 

white sharks are just 
highly modified Makos. It 
fits the story now." 

There are only two species of Mako 
shark alive today - short-finned and 
long-finned. They are smaller than 
Great Whites and mainly eat fish. 

The biggest 'megatooth' shark that ever 
lived was 15-20 metres long and had a 
bite that would have been one of the 
most ferocious ever!

MICHAEL Hoffman’s remake of 
the 1966 screwball caper about a 
cat burglar and showgirl who 
plan an elaborate heist has 
impeccable credentials. 
Screenwriters Joel and Ethan Coen 
have Oscars on the mantelpiece for 
Fargo and No Country For Old Men, 
while leading man Colin Firth 
deservedly collected a golden 
statuette for his exemplary work in 
The King's Speech. 

In addition, co-star Tom Courtenay 
was twice shortlisted for Hollywood’s 
top honour for Doctor Zhivago and 
The Dresser, while Hoffman himself 
guided Helen Mirren and Christopher 


Plummer to Oscar nominations in 
2009 for the handsome historical 
drama The Last Station. 

With so much talent in front of and 
behind the camera, what could 
possibly go wrong? Everything, it 
seems, because Hoffman's reworking 
is an unmitigated mess. 
Mild-mannered art curator Harry 
Deane (Firth) grows tired of the 
constant bullying of his obscenely 
wealthy boss, Lord Lionel Shabandar 
(Alan Rickman) so he concocts an 
elaborate swindle to teach his 
employer a lesson. 

With the help of loyal friend and 
forger The Major (Courtenay), Harry 
travels to Texas to befriend rodeo 
queen PJ Puznowski (Cameron Diaz) 
and her tobacco-spittin’ grandma 
(Cloris Leachman). 


Harry asks the blonde beauty to pose 
as the owner of a priceless Monet 
called Haystacks At Dusk, which 
Shabandar is desperate to acquire as 
a companion canvas to the other 
Haystacks in his private collection. 
The masterpiece is actually a fake 
painted by The Major but Harry is 
convinced he can pull the wool over 
Shabandar's greedy eyes. 

Thrilled by the prospect of a sizeable 
payoff, PJ travels to London to carry 
out her part of the plan and 
Shabandar is clearly smitten by her. 
However, he is less convinced by the 
authenticity of the painting and calls 
in his own expert, the flamboyant 
Zaidenweber (Stanley Tucci), which 
throws Harry's preposterous plan into 
disarray. 

Gambit is a shambles. We laugh out 


of pity and embarrassment as the 
script blunders from dream 
sequences that suggest Harry might 
actually pull off his hare-brained heist 
to Austin Powers-style nudity that 
protects Rickman’s modesty with a 
generously proportioned 
paperweight. 

Firth loses his trousers for a protracted 
centrepiece sequence at the luxurious 
five-star Savoy Hotel in London . . . 
but Gambit loses its way well before 
then, wheezing and spluttering from 
one clumsy gag to the next. 

The only award Firth will be collecting 
is a dreaded Razzie, which salutes the 
worst in Hollywood film-making. 

“This is absurd,” despairs Firth, 
standing half naked on the hotel ledge 
as he stares down on passing black 
cabs. You said it, Colin.

Houses, cottages, flats, apartments, 
maisonettes, studios, detached, semi, 
terraced - these are terms we as 
estate agents hear every day of our 
lives.

Homelessness has many causes, such 
as family breakdown, redundancy, 
repossession, a criminal past, or even 
people who have represented their 
country in the armed forces but 
struggle to settle into civilian life. 

Each of these is a tragedy in its own 
right that is compounded further by 
homelessness. 

This article is not an appeal for 
money. It is simply a reminder about 
our priorities, and to think of those 
who don t share the simple pleasures 
we take for granted, such as 
changing into something comfortable 
after work, watching TV on the sofa 
with our loved ones, enjoying a meal 
with friends, or simply getting into a 
cosy bed at night. 

At this time of year especially, let s 
remember those who don t have the 
luxury of a roof over their heads.

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Pagans and Prince Albert 
- the origins of traditions 


T HE festive season just wouldn't be the same 
without our traditions. From decorating the 
tree to hanging stockings, many customs 
go back over centuries, but just when and 
where did they originate? 

Christmas Trees 

■ Brought to the UK by Queen Victoria's 
husband, Prince Albert, in the mid-1800s, the 
tradition of decorating a tree was started long 
before that. Legend has it that in the eighth 
century, Saint Boniface in Germany cut down an 
oak tree worshipped by pagans and a fir tree 
sprang up from its roots. The pagans converted 
to Christianity and decorated the tree to 
celebrate Christmas rather than the winter 
solstice. 

Mistletoe 

■ Druids revered 
mistletoe for its uncanny 
ability of remaining green 
throughout the winter and 
yet having no roots. They 
used to harvest it during 
the winter solstice and 
used it for medicinal 
purposes. The 
Scandinavians associated 
mistletoe with their 
goddess of love and the 
Romans saw it as a symbol of peace, which may 


be why we think a kiss beneath a sprig will lead 
to good luck. 

Christmas Cards 

■ It was the royal family in Victorian Britain 
that had a hand in the origins of this tradition 
too. Entrepreneur Sir Henry Cole commissioned 
the first Christmas card in 1843 as he was too 
busy to write individual greetings to friends and 
associates. A thousand cards were printed and 
Cole sold the ones he had left over for 6d (two 
and a half pence). Once the royal family started 
sending cards, their popularity grew. 

Stockings 

■ The tradition of 
hanging our stockings 
originates from the 
Norse god, Odin. While 
celebrating New Year, 
children left food in 
their boots by the 
chimney for Odin's 
winged horse. Odin 
swapped the food for 
gifts and, as 
Christianity arrived, St 
Nicholas and his flying 
reindeer replaced 
Odin and the winged 
horse, and the boots 
became stockings. 


Wreaths 

■ Pagan mid-winter 
rituals had evergreen 
wreaths which 
symbolised the circle 
of life that started 
anew each spring. The 
tradition of bringing 
evergreen foliage 
indoors to decorate the home was thought to 
protect it from evil spirits who tried to gain 
entry in the colder months. 

■ Baubles 

Christmas baubles were originally made of glass 
and invented in the small German town of 
Lauscha, which specialised in glass 
blowing. The first American-made 
glass ornaments and baubles were 
created by William DeMuth in 
New York in 1870 and then 
baubles and other 
decorations were adopted by 
the masses when, by 1880, 

Woolworth's sold inexpensive, commercially- 
produced Christmas baubles and ornaments. 

F. W. Woolworth had discovered the Lauscha 
baubles during a visit to Germany and made a 
fortune by importing the German glass 
ornaments to America. As time went by the 
glass baubles were commonly replaced by 
plastic ones. 


Real tree or artificial - 
the fors and againsts 

AS we approach December, some Christmas trees are already 
starting to make an appearance in homes up and down the 
country. For many families, the first weekend in December 
marks the time they decide to decorate the tree. Others like 
to wait until December 25 is almost here, but in this age when 
we are all asked to be as environmentally friendly as 
possible, should be we buy an artificial tree and use it year 
after year, or go in search of the perfect living tree to be the 
centre piece of our decorating? 

Artificial trees do offer a long-term solution for your 
Christmas tree decorating needs and the latest generation of 
fake trees don't look that fake - but, of course, you'll miss 
that glorious fresh pine smell. Economically, artificial trees 
can be easier on your purse. For the cost of a single large live 
tree, you can purchase an artificial tree that looks the same 
but will last for many festive seasons. So if they look the 
same, cost less, can be used year after year and can prevent 
living trees from being chopped down, should we all be 
opting for an artificial tree this year? 

But don't panic if you're a traditionalist who can't bear the 
thought of missing out on your fresh tree. There's a good 
'green' argument against the artificial option if you want one. 
While chopping down a living tree may see like an un- 
environmentally-friendly act, it is actually the greener option! 


So fortunately the tree population is not reduced due to 
Christmas tree farming, but instead is maintained, protected 
and, in many instances, increased. And in terms of the 
transportation costs and impact, trees must be grown fairly 
locally in order to make it into homes while still fresh. 






Artificial trees are manufactured using a polyvinyl chloride 
(or PVC), which is a petroleum-derived plastic and is non- 
renewable and polluting. Some artificial trees even come with 
warning labels due to their lead content. 

Real Christmas trees, on the other hand, are harvested 
after eight years or so, and while those trees are 
growing they help to sequester the carbon dioxide that 
is produced by modern industries. When the time comes 
for harvesting, each tree that is cut down must be replaced. 
So most tree farms plant between one and three new trees 
for every one that is cut, in order to maintain a constant 
supply.

THERE'S nothing quite like making Christmas more 
personal by making your own gorgeous gourmet 
gifts. From chutneys to cookies and biscuits, 
chocolates to liqueurs, you can really show you care 
by presenting a homemade gift that will be 
appreciated long after the festivities are over. Don’t 
forget the pretty packaging, though, this can make 
all the difference. 

REINDEER CUPCAKES 

Ingredients: 175g butter; 165g caster sugar; half tsp 
natural vanilla extract; 2 eggs, at room temperature; 
110g self-raising flour; 150g plain flour; 160ml 
buttermilk; 500g fondant icing coloured brown, 
100g/4oz of it a paler brown; 50g fondant icing 
coloured red; 25g fondant icing coloured black; twigs 
or wire for the antlers; and spaghetti for attaching 
the ear 

For the ganache: 140g chocolate, chopped; 75ml 
double cream. 

Instructions: Heat oven to 180C/160C fan/gas 4. Line 
the holes of a 12-hole muffin tin with paper cases. 
Beat the butter, sugar and vanilla in a medium bowl 
using an electric mixer until light and fluffy. Beat the 
eggs into the butter mixture one at a time. Add half 
the sifted flours and half the buttermilk, and mix on 
low speed until just combined. Mix in the remaining 
flours and buttermilk. Divide the mix evenly among 
the paper cases. Gently smooth the tops (this will 
help the cupcakes to rise evenly). Bake for 25-30 
mins or until lightly golden and cooked when tested 
with a skewer. Allow to stand for 5 mins in the tin 
before transferring to a wire rack to cool. 

To make the ganache: Put the chocolate in a bowl, 
bring the cream to a simmer and pour it over the 
chocolate. Stir until smooth. Cool until firm. 

Ice the cupcakes with ganache, then with brown 
fondant icing. Use the rest of the colours for the 
ears, eye and nose. Attach ears to the head by 
pushing a 3cm piece of spaghetti a little way into the 
ear, then pushing the other end into the head. 


Decorations - when should 
they be put up, taken down? 


I S it ever too soon to start putting 
up Christmas decorations? For 
some, the answer will be a 
resounding "yes" and they will wait 
until we are well into December 
before even thinking about getting 
that dusty old box containing the 
lights and baubles down from the 
attic. 

There are others, however, who will 
scarcely see the back of Hallowe'en 
or Bonfire Night before they start 
illuminating the house and garden. 
Although when to do it varies 
according to family tradition and 
custom, modern decorations can 
take considerable time to set up, so 
many people are now decorating 
their homes from December 1. 
Originally no decorations were put up 
before Christmas Eve as it was 
deemed unlucky. 

Since the Victorian era, Christmas 
decorations have been traditionally 
taken down on the 12th day of 
Christmas (January 5). However, up 
until this time people kept their 
evergreen decorations of holly, ivy 
and mistletoe up until February 2 - 
Candlemas Day - which traditionally 
ended the Christmas season, 40 days 
after the birth of Jesus Christ. 


Robert Herrick wrote of this custom 
in his poem Ceremonies for 
Candlemas Eve : 

Down with the rosemary and bays, 
Down with the mistletoe; 

Instead of holly, now up-raise 
The greener box (for show). 

It is feasible that a form of Christmas 
decorations dates back to the Roman 
winter festival of Saturnalia. They 
attached candles to trees for Sol the 
sun god, and replicas of Bacchus, the 
fertility god. The ancient Germanic 
tradition was to attach candles and 
fruit to tree branches, for their god, 
Woden. Martin Luther is believed to 
have decorated a tree with candles in 
the 16th Century. 

However, it is more likely that the 
beginnings of the modern Christmas 
decoration was from the German 
Christmas markets of the 16th 
century. As souvenirs for visits to the 
markets, people would purchase 
shaped gingerbreads and ornaments 
made of wax to hang on their trees. 
As early as 1601, there are accounts 
of trees in Strasbourg being 
decorated in 'wafers, golden sugar 
twists and paper flowers'. 

Tinsel was also invented around this 


time, in approximately 1610. 

Machines had been invented to 
turn real silver into wafer thin 
strips that formed the tinsel. 

Silver continued to be the 
main material up to the 
middle of the 20th 
century. A mix of lead 
and tin was also used 
but was not a durable. 

This remained the 
main material 
until the 
advancement of 
manufacturing 
and cheap 
aluminium- 
based tinsel 
took over and 
by the 
1950s. 

During the Victorian 
Era most decorations were 
home-made, particularly stars and 
snowflakes, paper baskets for 
sugared almonds, candles and an 
angel for the top of the tree - and it 
was in the 1850s that in Lauscha, 
Germany, the first glass ornaments 
were produced, the forerunner of the 
Christmas bauble. 

The traditions associated with using 



ivy date back into pre-history 
when it was seen as a 'female' 
plant. When combined with holly 
" as a decoration it is said to 
represent the union between 
men and women and it 
was said that whichever 
was brought into the 
house first would 
dictate who rules the 
residence! Bacchus, the 
Roman god of 
drinking, is 
always depicted 
with a wreath of 
ivy as it was said 
to ward off 
drunkenness. Not 
the best 
omen for 
the festive 
season perhaps! 

Ivy has a number of traditions 
associated with it, including the 
ability to predict the future and 
cause domestic strife. It was said 
that people should drop an ivy leaf in 
a glass of water on New Year's Eve 
and leave it until Twelfth Night. If it 
stays fresh and green then a good 
year will follow - but look out if any 
black spots appear as these foretell 
bad luck.

C AST your mind back to 2002 
and the introduction of what 
has become a long-lived, 
high-tech luxury SUV to rival not 
just other 4x4s but also offerings 
from the luxury saloon market - the 
third-generation Range Rover. 

A decade later and there’s a new one 
promising to raise the premium 4x4 to 
new heights. 

Admit it, we all know that the arrival of 
a new Range Rover is guaranteed to put 
rivals in the shade. The question is, by 
how much? 

From a visual inspection alone the 
answer is considerable. The car’s sleek 
profile is striking. Unlike engineering, 
assessing design is a subjective activity, 
so here’s a solid number to consider: 

450. That’s 450 kilograms, as in the 
amount of weight saved thanks to the 
use of lightweight materials and clever 
thinking from the engineers. Don’t 
forget, such a saving has a positive affect 
on fuel economy, emissions and 
handling. 

At almost five metres in length it’s a 
good thing the car’s been to Weight 
Watchers. It remains an imposing 
machine but now it’s a fraction lower 
than its predecessor. This is small 
change compared to the car’s generous 
wheelbase - 42mm greater than before - 


which has increased rear legroom. 
Anyone who thinks a Range Rover can’t 
compete with a Mercedes S-Class really 
needs to take a back seat. 

Along with the car’s plush yet modem 
new interior, complete with tastefully 
appointed materials and minimalist 
switchgear, the visual overhaul is 
complete. 

What you can’t see is the work that’s 
gone on under the car’s lighter skin to 
achieve new levels of on-road 
refinement and stability plus 
considerable improvements to the off¬ 
road experience. 

Central to the car’s performance is a 
height adjustable suspension system 
boasting enhanced amounts of wheel 


travel. Opt for the ‘Dynamic Response’ 
feature and the car will attempt to 
further minimise pitch and roll - the 
sworn enemies of high-sided 4x4s. 

It gets more interesting when venturing 
off-road, as the refreshed ‘Terrain 
Response’ system can now detect the 
terrain you’re driving on and adjust the 
throttle, suspension, transmission 
accordingly. 

With a Range Rover it’s a given that its 
powertrain will boast the best 
technology, and this model is no 
different. The standard 50-50 torque split 
is accompanied by a low range transfer 
gearbox that can be switched even when 
on the move, while a locking centre 
differential is there to save you when the 


going is particularly tricky. 

Rejigging the car’s ventilation system 
has led to a considerable increase in its 
wading depth to a massive 900mm. 
Power comes from a trio of engines, all 
connected to an eight-speed auto 
gearbox. 

First up is the 510 horsepower 
supercharged petrol V8 motor. With this 
realistically destined for oil rich nations, 
the six and eight-cylinder diesels make 
more sense. Boasting 258 and 339 
horsepower respectively, these engines 
offer smooth yet willing performance, 
especially the latter. 

That a six-cylinder motor is even offered 
in such a car is proof that the weight loss 
programme has been successful. 


Of course, the V8 diesel delivers a 
feeling of invincibility that you can’t get 
anywhere else. And it sure helps when 
you’re towing. 

Whisper it, though, because the V6 
diesel variant is no slouch. It can cruise 
and haul the car uphill with surprising 
vigour, and all with the minimum of 
noise. For many this might be the 
sleeper hit of the range. 

When considering the overall ownership 
experience the usual long and tempting 
list of creature comforts are present, 
from a business class-like two-seat rear 
layout to powerful audio and multimedia 
options plus the usual heated, cooled 
and massaging seats. 

Factor in the welcome inclusion of 
intelligent safety systems - radar cruise 
control, blind spot warnings and cameras 
to help you park - and it’s clear that 
you’ll want for little. 

Bigger and better yet lighter on its feet, 
this fourth generation Range Rover 
demonstrates that you can have it all - 
luxury SUV attributes plus saloon-like 
agility and sensible running costs. 

The car’s sleek profile positions it 
aesthetically above the chunky, flabby 
and bloated opposition. It’s also a car 
capable of cosseting occupants and 
taking the most challenging terrain in its 
stride. 

That said, it’s equally home on Tarmac, 
making it a peerless all rounder that 
rivals will struggle to emulate.

Give your vehicle a 
winter health check 





I T’S vitally important that to 
maintain a car’s reliability it is 
serviced regularly. This is even 
more important during winter 
months. 

Regular servicing not only ensures 
better performance; an efficient 
engine should also mean lower fuel 
consumption, cleaner exhaust 
emissions and, of course, greater 
reliability. 

A good place to start is with a 
winter health check. Some of these 
tasks you may be able to do 
yourself but many garages and 
service centres offer vehicle health 
checks at this time of year. 

Just a few simple checks go a long 
way to preventing many 
breakdowns. In addition, a specific 
pre-winter service check should 
ensure that vehicles are in good 
mechanical and electrical condition 
to face whatever the season might 
bring. 

Basic checks ideally should include 
everything from lights and tyres to 


battery and starter motor. 

Tyres should always be carefully 
checked as worn treads are illegal 
as well as potentially lethal - for 
you and innocent bystanders as 
well as other road users. Tyre 
pressures, too, should be regularly 
monitored. 

If you decide against the fitting of 
winter tyres it is important to ensure 
that you choose an appropriate tyre 
to see you safely on your way all 
year round. 

Battery failure is one of the most 
common causes of a breakdown in 
the winter months - drained from 
leaving the lights on as we all do 
from time to time, or simply passed 
its useful life. Sluggish starting is a 
sure sign that your car battery is 
getting old. 

As soon as starting becomes slow 
it’s time to think about buying a 
new battery. It’s possible that the 
problem might lie with the starter 
motor, so ask your garage to check 
that out, along with the fan belt. 


Radiators might be sporting leaks or 
cracks. The garage should check 
this important component. They’ll 
also test the strength of the anti¬ 
freeze. Extra glycol-based anti-freeze 
will boost levels to manufacturers’ 
recommended levels. 

Washer systems will also be tested 
and, of course, before long 
journeys, water and cleaner should 
be topped up to ensure optimum 
visibility whatever the weather. 
Hoses, too, should be examined for 
any cracks or leaks and replaced if 
there’s any doubt that they’ll not 
see you through the winter. 
Windscreen wiper blades should 
also be replaced after a year’s use. 
Take advantage of the winter checks 
that most small garages, main 
dealers and service centres are 
offering over the coming months. 
You don’t want to be stranded 
during your journey, so having your 
car checked over beforehand could 
be one of the best decisions you 
make all year.

ANOTHER brilliant per¬ 
formance in the multi-dis¬ 
cipline Omnium saw 
Harlow-born Laura Trott 
win her second gold medal 
of the UCU World Cup in 
Glasgow on Sunday. 

While the former queen of 
the track Victoria Pendleton 
spent her weekend strutting her 
stuff on Strictly Come Dancing , 
Trott was dancing her way 
round the velodrome to add yet 
another title to her ever-expand¬ 
ing portfolio. 

The opening event, the flying 
lap, an event she won at the 
Olympics, saw Trott finish fourth. 

The points race was next and 
although unable to take a lap on the 
field, the 11 points she gained 
included a win on the sixth sprint 
and placed Trott in ninth in the 
overall standings going into the 
final discipline, the elimination 
race. 

Wearing the world championship 
jersey, Trott once again displayed 
her brilliance in the race dubbed 
the ‘devil take the hindmost’ a great 
crowd pleaser, providing some 
thrilling and nail-biting racing. 

The race was neutralised mid¬ 
way through following a nasty 
crash involving a German rider, but 
Trott managed to stay clear of the 
danger. 

When it resumed Trott used all 
her skill to place herself in perfect 
positions to avoid elimination, 
sheltering where necessary and 
finding room to manoeuvre where 
none seemed to exist. 

The final lap saw Trott battle it 
out with Polish rider Katarzyna 
Pawlowska, leaving her for dead in 
a sprint to the line. 

The victory moved Trott up to 
fourth in standings on 14 points 


going into the final day. 

The opening event on Sunday, 
the individual pursuit, saw Trott set 
the fastest time of the day, 3:35.90 
and then she lost some ground in 
the scratch race, one of her weakest 
disciplines, to go into the final 
event trailing leader Ashlee 
Ankudinoff of Australia by two 
points. 

The scene was set for a tremen¬ 
dous showdown in the two-lap time 
trial, needing to register a time 


close to that which won her 
Olympic gold, to take the title. 

With the packed crowd urging 
her on, Trott pulled out all the stops 
to blast round the Sir Chris Hoy 
Velodrome. 

Displaying great aggression she 
established a big lead over 
Ankudinoff to cross the finish line 
in a blistering 35.867 seconds - 
enough for gold by 0.133 of a sec¬ 
ond. Russian Tamara Balbolina was 
third in the overall standings with 
26 points. 

“I can’t believe it, I’m so tired,” 
said Trott. “I don’t even know what 
I’m doing here! 

“It’s so hard coming back from 
the Olympics and having to get 
your head around racing again. 

“I only came here because of the 
home crowd and the support they 
gave me at the Olympics you just 
want to give them something back 
by competing at the home World 
Cup. 

“I was sitting in the pen thinking 
I don’t want silver -1 was absolute¬ 
ly shattered. I like winning and I 
love it when the crowd cheers me.” 

Trott flew to Australia yesterday 
(Wednesday) with the rest of the 
GB team for an endurance camp to 
get fit for the World Champs.

WORLD ranked Number One 
Greg Harlow paid a generous trib¬ 
ute to Tye Green Indoor Bowls 
Club.

Tolchard came back from a set down to 


win 2-1 in the tie-break. 

Meanwhile, Harlow’s passage to the final 
saw him beat Devon’s Danny Denison in his 
semi-final. 

The standard of the competition was 
exemplified by World Number Six Mark 
Royal being defeated at the last 16 stage as 
the standard of bowls was excellent through¬ 
out the event.
